p=—egr FICIAL announcement 
@| was made that Washing- 
ton, D. C., is to have the 

sole first day of sale of 
i the Susan B. Anthony 
commemorative. The date of issue re- 
mains unchanged at August 26, 1936. 
The new stamp will be of the three- 
cent denomination, probably printed 
in the usual purple ink, but there 
seems to be some reason to believe 
that a smaller size stamp may result 
from the present plans. 





The Army-Navy Hero series has 
met with some apparently unavoid- 
able delays, and as yet no official 
date for the first pair of stamps has 
been announced. Post Office depart- 
ment officials seemed reluctant to 
hazard even a guess as to the approxi- 
mate date, although it seemed gen- 
erally believed that the series would 
not start before the first of Septem- 
ber from present status of the de- 


signs.

PHILIPPINE NEws 


Letters from the office of the Phil- 
ippine Trade Commission advise 
patrons that the printing of the Rizal 
stamps is proceeding slowly, and also 
mention that the Island office ran out 
of ink for one value. It seems hard 
to believe that an office engaged in 
the production of stamps would run 
out of ink. However, that seems 
to be the case, and the letters also 
advise patrons that they may have 
their money on deposit to pay for 
these stamps refunded, if they don’t 
want to wait until the supply is 
received from the Philippines. It is 
scarcely likely that many collectors 
will ask for refunds, as such long- 
drawn-out affairs tend to make the 
stamps more popular, and make col- 
lectors more eager to get them in 
the hope that they will prove good 
investments.

SurRPLuS Property SALE No. 257 


The above heading seems like it 
might be decidedly unappropriate for 
the heading of a paragraph in a 
stamp column. BUT, that is the 
heading of a release from the Pro- 
curement Division, Branch of Sup- 
ply, Federal Warehouse, Washington, 
D. C., inviting sealed bids for the 
purchase and removal of the Tax 
EXEMPT potato stamps, series 
1935, Dept. of Agriculture, obsolete. 
These stamps are not to be confused 
with the Potato Tax stamps which 
were on sale at the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue at face value until 
June 30, as these Tax Exempt stamps 
have no actual face value, rather are 
given in terms of pounds only. 

They are listed in six lots to be 
sold to the highest bidder, as follows: 


The invitation states that the ma- 
terial is offered ‘‘as is’ and “‘if is’’ 


without recourse, that the description 

furnished is based on the best avail- 

able information but that no guaran- 

tee is given as to the exact quantity, 

condition, size, weight, or description. 

One of the interesting features of 

this proposed sale is that the stamps 

are to be sold in six lots, a single 

denomination to each lot. One would 

say offhand, that the successful bidder 

would have a monoply on that par- 

ticular value, and that any collector 

desiring to purchase such stamps in 

the future would be forced to pay 

whatever the successful bidder chose 

to ask. If this sale is allowed to go 

through, although the stamps of a 

tax exempt status might be classed 

more or less as labels, it would be only 

a short step for further sales of obso- 

lete remainders of revenue stamps, 

and if they went at prices scanda- 
lously below present market quota-’ 
tions, what would happen to the val- 
ue of items reposing in the albums of 
collectors specializing in the revenue 
stamps. So great was the disturbance 
created in Washington among col- 
lectors of all classes of stamps, that 
the three largest adult Societies of 
the District, all passed resolutions 
addressing letters to the Secretary of 
the Treasury protesting the comple- 
tion of this sale. The Collectors 
Club of Washington and the Wash- 
ington Air Mail Society unanimously 
favored the protest, the action taken 
by the Washington Philatelic So- 
ciety was through the Board of Gov- 
ernors. 


Unless collectors wish to chance 
future sales of remainders of stamps 
of the revenue types, similar to this 
sale of the more or less label type 
of Tax Exempt stamp, it seems that 
all collectors and societies should im- 
mediately communicate with the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury explaining 
why philatelists of this country are

‘THE OREGON STAMP 


‘This new stamp is interesting be- 
cause of the fact that it is the second 
map stamp that has been issued by the 
United States. The first map stamp 
being the 10c brown of the Louisiana 
Purchase issue and this earlier stamp 
is by far a better appearing stamp 
than the Oregon issue. 

The original map stamp shows the 
map standing out clearly on the stamp 
while this Oregon issue has been en- 
graved in such a manner that the map 
is indistinct and does not stand out 
prominently as it would have done if 
there had been more contrast in the 
engraving. 

The addition of the small pictures 
at either side of the stamp do not add 
attractiveness for both views 
are so small that they can only be 
seen clearly with a magnifying glass 
and the general public does not scan 
its stamps with such instruments. 

Too many of our recent issues have 
been ruined by the inclusion of too 
much superfluous scenery and what 
not. 

Either the map alone, engraved to 
stand out prominently or either of 
the views at the sides of the stamp in 
enlarged form would have produced a 
far more attractive stamp.

With this expedited service and 
the fast service on the domestic air 
mail routes, in this country connect- 
ing at Miami, Florida, and Browns- 
ville, Texas, a highly efficient air 
mail service will be maintained for 
the exchange of air mail correspond- 
ence with Mexico and all countries of 
Central and South America and the 
West Indies.
